This had been expect- 
ed to be one of the biggest items on 
the street program for the year. 


Paving of Cass street is up in the 


air, it is understood, because of con- 
flicting petitions presented by 
the 


property-owners, and paving of Mar- 
ket street, another big job in con- 
tomplation, was held previous to the 
council meeting last week to be pro- 
bably dead owing 'to the objection of 
property-owners. .Most of the other 
new paving projects in the city have 
encountered similar objections from 
the majority of holders of abutting 
property. 


Might Make Exceptions 


It la pointed out that adoption of 


the mayor's suggestion to drop all 
pending work would mean the aban- 
donment of such jobs already prac- 
tically settled upon as the work on 
Main street. 
However, it was said, 


the council might get around this 
point by excepting from the general 
abandonment such work as had al- 
ready been approved by 
property- 


owners, which could be done under 
the eld plan of assessment while the 
new system was being put into shape. 
Even projei-ts already approved, it is 
pointed out, could not be done this 
year under the new plan because of 
the necessity of re-assessment, which 
would delay starting .the work until 
too late for this season. 


An additional point suggested was 
that possibly the prospect of reduc- 
ed cost to their property would in- 
duce some tax-payers who have been 
insistent on paving this year to wait 
a year longer. 


To Meet This Month

Russian question, it was announced Monday evening by M. Rakovsky, 
the soviet premier of the Ukraine. He expressed belief, however, that 
The Hague conference like that at Genoa, would prove sterile, unless 
the Russian idea for one mixed commission was accepted.

ENOA.— (By the Associated Press.)—What the Genoa conference has 


failed to do—solve the Russian question—It is hoped to accomplish at 


another meeting if the United States will participate. 
A formal invita- 


tion to the new conference to be held at The Hague, was handed to the 
American ambassador. Richard Washburn Child Sunday night, and Mon- 
day all eyes were on Washington, for upon the question, of American par- 
ticipation the chance for an agreement with the Russians is believed to 
depend. 
All the powers now represented here will be asked to send delegates 


to The Hague meeting, the date for which is tentatively set at June 15. 
Other details for the gathering are unsettled, but at the suggestion of Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, a non-aggression truce for four months, or until the 
conference ends its labors, lias been approved informally. 
The sub-com- 


mission on Russian affairs met on Monday to .vote on this and the other.- 
features of the plan, arrived at in the private conversations participated 
in by Mr. Lloyd George and the other representatives of the five inviting 
powers. 
' 
Inasmuch as the Russian question was the main topic up for settle- 


ment at Genoa, the failure of thfi present negotiations will bring the con- 
ference to a quick end, and adjourn- 
ment probably will be taken, before 
the end of the present week. 


The Hague conference -would con-/ 


sist of two commissions of experts, 
one for the Russians and 
the other 


for the remaining powers participat- 
ing at Genoa but 
it 
is extremely 


doubtful whether the Russians will 
consent to the plan as it now stands. 


Doubt Russian Acceptance 


While the British delegation has in- 


timated that the two commissions 
would co-operate and DP* on an equal 
footing, the French and the other 
delegations supporting 
their 
view 


give the impression that 
the Rus- 


sian panel would not attend all the 
sessions of the full conference. For 
this reason the Russians are said to 
look on the project as an attempt 
io place them in a position of in- 
feriority and the sub-commission et 
its meeting Monday will attempt to 
overcome this difficulty.

What's the Price? 


THERE is no way of knowing whether 
the 


1 United States, had it been represented at 
the Genoa conference, could have brought about 
a happier termination. The authoritative voice 
which our accounts receivable in Europe give 
us would doubtless have given our position con- 
siderable weight, but on the other hand 
we 


should have had to choose between French and 
English policies, roughly speaking, and thereby 
create bad friendship with one or the other. 
We should certainly have been asked to cancel 
or scale clown our bills against the allies, and 
it is a gamble whether we could thus have pur- 
chased any considerable improvement in the 
continental situation. If we had not obtained 
by such concessions harmony and sanity be- 
tween the rival states we should have had 
a 


very poor bargain. 


Now we are aga.in asked—by France—to 


take a hand. France wants us to join in the 
tribunal which is proposed to settle difficulties 
with Russia because she believes that our posi- 
tion in regard to the bolsheviki is more nearly 
like hers. France and Belgium at present are 
practically alone in Europe in their attitude 
toward Russia. They hope that with the United 
States aiding they can impress their point of 
view upon England, Italy and 
the neutral 


states. Possibly they could but it would be be- 
cause the United States has bills against the 
European countries to back its play. We may 
go to Europe to help settle Russia, 
but 
we 


should have to pay for the privilege. 


We can stay out of Russia, refuse recogni- 


tion or financial assistance to the Soviets until 
they straighten up and pledge honest treatment 
of Americans and American business, just as 
well in the United States as we could at The 
Hague. Other powers, if we stay away, may 
cbtain concessions for Russian mines, oil or 
timber. Do we want such things? In a prac- 
tical sense, that is the question 
which 
the 


French offer puts up to Washington. If we do 
want them, we can buy them by accepting the 
invitation to join the mixed Russian commis- 
sion, and purchasing European 
acquiescence 


in our dictation to the Soviets by coming to 
terms on our war debts. 


But if we put up our pile on our Russian 


•policy, what about reparations, disarmament, 
and the general economic restoration of Eu- 
jope? It is true that we are closer to the 
Trench position in regard to Russia than is 
England or Italy. But we are closer to Eng- 
land and Italy than we are to France on almost 
all other European questions: 
Would it be 


•possible for us to swing our financial big stick 
for France in regard to Russia, and also to 
swing it for England and Italy to curb French 
chauvinism in Central Europe? Could we ride 
Tx>th horses and not come a cropper? That is 
•the sort of questioning which must 
precede 


^American decision on the French invitation. 


If our several efforts to wield the power 


•of their debts to bring European nations to a 
•saner attitude toward their problems had been 
•more successful we might 
more 
sanguinely 


contemplate participation at The Hague. But 
•our loans to England have not had much effect 
toward aligning English policy in Russia with 
ours. France has not abated an ounce of her 
'German pound of flesh because we want a more 
reasonable arrangement, or made a real move 
to reduce her army. Would we do any better 
at The Hague?

Most of the benefits from Genoa have gone 


to Russia and Germany. Russia has had the 
prestige-making satisfaction of defying all the 
European powers and getting away with it. 
She has very nearly split the entente, and has 
obtained from the congress of Europe a tacit 
recognition of soviet sovereignty, in exchange 
for very small and vague concessions which, not 
having been formulated and defined because of 
the break-up of the conference, are of doubtful 
validity. Germany has seen the entente frac- 
tured in two places at least, and has secured the 
very substantial advantage of the inside track 
in Russia. Berlin has no reason to be dissatis- 
fied with the Genoa meeting, except that it may 
possibly lead to a French invasion to enforce 
the treaty. But since that was always a pos- 
sibility hovering over the situation, she may 
consider the Russian, treaty a good bargain in 
the long run.
